While this 
spring orgy is looked upon as a sel¬ 
fish whim on the part of wojnenkind, 
organized chiefly to disrupt the pla¬ 
cidity of life, yet to women themsel¬ 
ves it is a time of painful partings, 
when all the old truck has to be scrap 
ped to make room for new truck. So 
many keepsakes accumulate through 
the year; At the moment of their ar¬ 
rival the owner vows to keep them 
forever—the Christmas cards, the par 
ty favors, special letters, little senti¬ 
mental tokens. To destroy them is 
like destroying happy memories, yet 
go they must. 

Then there are the articles that the 
thrifty housewife dreads to discard, 
wilful waste makes woeful want, the 
broken chair that might be repaired if 
some one had the gimp to do it, the 
old shoes that some one might possib¬ 
ly use, the curtains that might be 
mended, the rags that really should 
be made into mats. To scrap or not 
to scrap. That is the question con¬ 
fronting every housewife. And full 
well, every woman knows that never 
does she throw anything away, but 
ten minutes later she has use for it. 

One of the painful processes is the 
discarding of old clothing, scraps of 
pajama stuff, remnants from dresses, 
patches for Tommy’s pants. The best 
authorities assert that cleaning-up 
should be ruthless and complete. But 
as the smoke rises from the spring 
funeral pyres, every housewife groans 
in spirit, knowing that in all certain¬ 
ty she is unwittingly burning up 
things that are most precious, and 
that she is going to need'the minute 
she has time to think it over. 


COUNCIL OF EDUCATION 


The National Council of Education 
in session at Vancouver, has passed 
a resolution favoring national broad¬ 
casting in the interest of education. 

The government controlled radio in 
the Old Country has given whole 
hearted support to school work with 
splendid result. The British conceive 
of radio as a public utility rather 
than a private enterprise. 

Mr. Meighen presided over the meet 
ing a nd spoke of the present radio sit 
uation in Canada as “appalling.” 

“The amount of fodder, the oppo¬ 
site of intellectual, that comes over 
the radio is appalling and is going to 
remain so, while the selection of ma¬ 
terial for broadcasting remains in 
commercial hands. 

If left to private enterprise, like 
magazines and moving pictures, it 
will offer to the patronage that is re¬ 
flected in dividends for the stockhold¬ 
ers. That is commercially sound, but 
will never achieve the best education¬ 
al needs. Broadcasting would assist 
wonderfully in extra mural education 
for adults.” 

Many similar sentiments were ex¬ 
pressed, discussion centering on the 
pancity of distinctly ‘ Canadian pro¬ 
grams from across the border. Com¬ 
plaint was made of the few channels 
that had been allocated for Canadian 
stations. 

The rsolution favored uniting of 
provincial and dominion authority to 
organize broadcast service for educa¬ 
tional benefit. The subjects which are 
best'adapted for study by radio are: 
music, languages, history, English 
literature, nature study.

Lord Rothermere and Lord Beaver¬ 
brook own strings of newspapers in 
Great Britain and naturally regard 
themselves as two of the great pow¬ 
ers, although each would not regard 
the other in that light. Each wants 
to be considered, after the event, as 
the power that spelled victory tfor the 
party he supported, the event may 
convince John Bull that one-man own¬ 
ership of a lot of newspapers is a 
menace to his peace of mind. Control 
of many newspapers does not involve 
responsibility for control of the coun¬ 
try, but it is hard for Rothermeres 
and Beaverbrooks to realize this.

Canadian hockey players, wearing 
U.S. uniforms and drawing fat l\ S. 
salaries, are drawing the champion¬ 
ships across the line. That’s all right 
according to the technique of the pro¬ 
fessional and the theory of the full 
dinner pail. But somehow we shud¬ 
der at the idea of reading one .of 
these days that U. S. is outplaying 
Canada at its own national game.— 
Brooks’ Bulletin. 


NEW COWBOY SONGS 


The popularity of the new cowboy 
song records, is threatening to dis¬ 
place all the “sweetie” and “hot ma¬ 
ma’’ stuff that has been swamping the 
markets for some years now. The 
cowboy songs are characteristically 
plaintive—all about dogies, and barb¬ 
wire fences and heaven. But they are 
an immense relief, from the recent 
type of popular song. It has been ra¬ 
ther blood-curdling to ancient folk 
brought up on the saccharine though 
strictly honorable sentiments of The 
Shade of the Old Apple Tree and The 
Good Old Summer Time, to listen to 
the themes and words of the current 
songs of the last few years. 

As a matter of fact, do popular 
songs have any influence on popular 
life? Do the sentiments of catchy 
songs perpetually' throbbing in the 
aiv, have any effect on actual lire, or 
are they bubble ? 

Casting back into the dim ages of 
youth, there are memories of having 
been influenced in rather moony fash¬ 
ion by the cottages built for two and 
all the long years of faithful waiting 
that seemed necessary before the wed 
ding ceremonies. But always the 
songs played up faithful love, even 
though despairing, and wedding rings 
and preachers and vine covered cot¬ 
tages. 

Nowadays the whole trend has been 
hard and callous.

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GOOD ROAD A MENACE? 


Large sums of mony are thfif year 
as usual, to be expended in making 
good roads into better roads and poor 
roads into good roads. This is good 
news to the motorists, the car sales¬ 
man and to the farmer. 

But this news also has a' darker 
side. Good roads are all too often 
speed roads and'to many they become 
through accident sad “Roads of Re¬ 
membrance.” 

At this point a truck overturned 
with fatal results. At that point a 
child lingering on the roadway in¬ 
stead of scurrying for its life, was 
run down. At this railway crossing 
a family touring to see the world, was 
wiped out. This broken bridge marks 
where a car crashed through the rail¬ 
ing. 

Few roads in the country but are 
marked by tragic incident, in most 
cases unnecessary. Motoring is stead 
ily taking such toll of life as has nev¬ 
er before been known outside of war 
and plague. Will your name be on the 
list this year? 

In England they are seriously dis¬ 
cussing placing small barriers at in¬ 
tervals along speed»roads to check 
reckless driving. It seems unbeliev¬ 
able that it should be necessary to 
damage a good road to ensure safety, 
yet drastic action is called for. 

New laws must be passed or old 
ones strictly enforced, to secure reas¬ 
onable safety for the average careful 
motorist. “Safe roads” should be the 
ntxt slogan. But how can they be at 
tained ? 


OLD AGE PENSIONS 


There have been a number of in¬ 
quiries locally regarding the provis¬ 
ions, and requirements of the Old Age 
Penison Act, The followihg are the 
more vital points in connection with 
eligibility for pension: 

To every person who at the date of 
the commencement of the pension is 
as follows: (1) a British subject, or a 
widow who before her marriage was 
a British subject; (2) has attained 
the age of 70 years; (3) has resided 
in Canada for twenty years immed¬ 
iately preceding date of commence¬ 
ment; (4) has resided in the province 
from which the pension is made for 
five years immediately preceding date 
of commencement; (5) is not an In¬ 
dian as defined by the Indian Act; (6) 
is not in receipt of an income of as 
much as $365 a year; (7) has not 
made voluntary assignment or trans¬ 
fer of property for the purpose of 
qualifying under the Pension Act; (8) 
The receipt of pension shall not be a 
disqualification from voting on munici 
pal or provincial elections; (9) The 
maximum sum paid shall be $240 
yearly and this sum shall be subject 
to reduction by the amount of income 
of the pensioner in excess of $125. 

There are other clauses and provis¬ 
ions in connection with the act, but 
the foregoing are the leading bases of 
qualification.

WONDEROIL WELL 

Wealth, Waste and Peril All 
Pouring from Quiet 
Valley * 

Albert a’» Wonderful 

Oil Possiblities 

Practical Side of Production 
Nothing Short of Spectac¬ 
ular, Says Writer. 

Paul Reading, special writer for 
the Southam papers, is on a visit to 
Alberta for the purpose of investigat¬ 
ing conditions and compiling informa¬ 
tion regarding developments now in 
progress in Turner Valley oil field. 
He speaks in the highest terms of Al¬ 
berta’s oil possibilities and writes as 
follows to The Calgary Herald: 

You ride over smooth brown hills 
through what was once the cattle 
country. You pass the town of Oko- 
toks and turn southwest. Presently 
an unfamiliar odor arises to your nos 
trils, a sweet, strange reek in the 
wind off the mountains that will cling 
in your clothes and your thoughts for 
weeks. 

You may go to Turner Valley with 
a mind to measure it in terms of oil 
or acreage or easy, money; you will 
see and remember* it as a colossal 
prank of nature, a phenomenon thatj 
thought it strikes the eye, is a little 
beyond imagining. Riches bursting 
from the ground like steam from a 
whistle; imponderable forces far un¬ 
derfoot that men grope for gingerly, 
knowing that when they touch what 
they seek it may destroy them; 
waste and weath and peril all pouring 
in a flood from the lap of the tranquil 
hills. This is the valley as you find it 

Your car purrs through the little 
village of Black Diamond, and the 
|-reekgrows stronger. It crosses 
Sheep Creek, noses its way up onto 
a bench on the far side, and you get 
your first view. In the foreground is 
the Royalite absorption plant, beyond 
it a cluster of offices, a compact 
cross-roads town, and a straggling 
parade of derricks, bright or brown 
according to their newness, with stor¬ 
age tanks and boiler houses littered 
at their feet. 

What seizes the eye, though, is a 
tall, pale flame standing ghostly in 
the daylight across the valley. It 
crouches and leaps in the breeze, bum 
ing without smoke and apparently 
without fuel dazzling, yet casting no 
shadow. It has an air of uncomfort¬ 
able sham, like street lamps at sun¬ 
rise. It is only when you hear the 
roar of it that.you sense its reality. 

■Approach it, and you find that the 
thin white line leading up to it is an 
eight inch gas pipe rimed thick with 
frost to within six inches of where 
the great flame dances at its -mouth. 
The ground is seared red for fifty feet 
around and beyond that there is a cir¬ 
cle of perpetual summer where the 
grass grows lush; but the escape of 
pressure along that giant gas jet cre¬ 
ates a cold storage system upon 
which even this heat can make no im¬ 
pression. The noise of it shakes the 
ground. 

There are other flames dotted 
about the valley—enough of them to 
light up the whole sky at night—and 
each represents the waste by-pro¬ 
duct from an oil well. There is fuel- 
gas enough here to supply the whole 
of Alberta, if Alberta could use it. 
Calgary consumes what she can, but 
mother earth has been too prodigal; 
and while an experiment is on foot 
to store some of it underground by 
forcing it down an unproductive well, 
the only successful means of disposal 
so far is to bum it for safety—scores 
of millions of feet of it every day. 

The fruitful side of production is 
les?gspectacular; its violence is hid¬ 
den from the eye. A steel casing 
emerges a few feet from the ground; 
it runs a mile downward into the 
earth, but that is not apparent, the 
coating of frost upon it is the only 
evidence of what is within. It leads 
to an upright cylinder ten feet high, 
inside which the fine fog of naptha is 
being extracted from the gas by the 
force of its own impact against a ser¬ 
ies of metal baffleplate£, __From it, 
liquid and gas are led in different di¬ 
rections, one to feed the flame ) and 
one to make the thirty-mile journey 
to Calgary driven by the same pres¬ 
sure that thrust it above ground. No 
one sees the naptha till it has passed 
through the refinery at Calgary, 
though the smell of it is all-prevad- 
ing. 

Royalite No. 4 is the wonder well 
of'the valley. For four years it has 
been gushing up naptha at the rate of 
500 barrels a day; but it is the least 
conspicuous feature of the field. You 
could pass within fifty yards of it and 
not see it. 

Sometimes, however, a well runs 
amok; and then it is not to be over¬ 
looked. I saw Okalta No. 1 shortly 
after it had blown in for the second 
time. It had gone off Like a gun with 
out warning and was now hurling a 
thick column of vapor fifty feet into 
the air. Men with gas masks were 
commencing the stubborn task of 
bringing it back under control. It 
might take days or weeks to subdue 
that bellowing monster, bull it had to 
be done; and meanwhile all fires in 
the neighborhood were extinguished, 
for naptha is as explosive as dyna¬ 
mite, and it was spouting out of that 
hole at the rate of sixty tons a day. 

It takes men of fibre for work of 
this sort, and men of fibre they are 
in Turner Valley; a hard-bitten crew 
who have wandered from Oklahoma

Swell Eats for Round Up OutfitB at 
Stampede 

Guy Weadick has planned a new 
feature for Calgary Stampede week, 
which will bring ^o ^he front the real 
old timers of Western Canada in a 
new way. There will be “swell eats.” 

This will be a dinner, arranged by 
J. J. McGuire, manager of the PalU- 
ser hotel, for men who actually fol¬ 
lowed round-up outfits from Swift 
Current, in the east, to the mountains 
on the west, and from Red Deer, on 
the north, to the international boun¬ 
dary line, previous to December 31, 
1899. 

“This will be the most remarkable 
gathering attempted,” remarked Guy 
Weadick. "These men will be able to 
tell the most wonderful stories ever 
heard or read of the earliest pioneer 
days in Alberta. Many of them have 
long since “stepped over” but there is 
quite a fair number still alive. It will 
be a gathering that will be long re¬ 
membered.” 

Mr. Weadick stated that those who 
w.ere eligible, that is, men w ho were 
cowpunchers, cooks and what not, as 
well as ranchers themselves, prior to 
December 31st, 1899, should get in 
touch with him, care of the Calgary 
exhibition office, giving the following 
information: The ranch or ranches 
they were employed by; the name and 
owner of the ranch; the range they 
covered; the captain of the round-up, 
and the working boss of their outfit. 

“This gathering will certainly be 
an eye-opener,” stated Guy Weadick. 


REWARD WHEAT 

The Dominion Cerealist advises 
that the supply of Reward wheat 
available for distribution this spring 
is now completely exhausted. He 
states that at least five thousand far¬ 
mers will be testing this new, promis¬ 
ing variety this year throughout the 
three Prairie Provinces, the result of 
which test should go far to determine 
the future of the variety, at least in 
many sections. 

Since the amount of seed available 
to each farmer through the Federal 
Department this spring was only two 
bushels, the area sown in each case 
will necessarily be small; the above 
official consequently urges that spec¬ 
ial care be taken to prevent contamin 
ation by other varieties. He suggests 
particularly, that the seed be sown on 
ly on breaking or on summerfallow, 
and that the seed plot be surrounded 
with a drill width sown to some other 
crop such as oats, the latter to be cut 
before reaching full maturity. Care 
will also have to be taken in the har¬ 
vesting and threshing, otherwise this 
seed will become mixed and rendered 
relatively valueless.

Run 
ning down the well were over three 
tons of cable and drilling topis, and 
no orte knew when they might be 
hurled upward like so much cork and 
string. Royalite No. 14 has since 
blown in and it shot a half-ton sec¬ 
tion of steel rod three hundred feet 
into the air like the shell from a how 
itzer, killing two men. 

At the end of twenty-four hours 
.the thing was getting on mv nerves, 
and I admitted it to one of the dril¬ 
lers. “Yes,” he responded quietly 
“we’ve had weeks «f this, and I wish 
the danged old thing’ld blow in.” 

These things are but the outward 
symptoms of the force that- man has 
scratched with his puny tools. Far 
underfoot is a pent-up volcano of 
petroleum that spurts up liquid 
wealth with explosive exuberance 
wherever the drills prick it. No one 
has measured the pressure behind it 
nor guessed its extent. It has yielded 
millions of dollars in found money 
and the whole of Canada is gambling 
that it will yield many millions more. 

Be that question of profits as it 
may; to walk along Turner Valley 
and wonder what is beneath ones feet 
is itself a thing to stir the blood. 
The might of it and the immensity 
of it are more fascinating than any¬ 
thing that can be put into figures.
